Peace Legoiiatlons between 
Russia and Japan h.ve been 
concluded and the long and 
bloody war between these na 
tions is at an end The terms of 
peace were agreed upon at Ports 
mouth, New Hampshire, M 
Witte, representative for Russia, 
acd Baron Ksmura for Japan. 
For the sake of pea:e Japan

How It Affect* Ike Coal of Bnlldlnu 
I*ubile lUcknar*. 

Colonel J. B. Klllobrew give* some 
figures In the Nashville American on 
the cost of public highways tliat mV 
full of Interest. He shows that the 
rood tax for tlie several counties of the 
state ranges from ft to Id cents jmt

total of tax for those ninety-six coun¬ 
ties Is $3b4,7flSL02.
